Your lordlhip wiir^rmit me to re-

Robinfon's. reports, vol. t , piigt $63^ (cafe 
the Folly» Lafky, mafter) it feema to have 
been clearly e(labli(hed by the learned Judge 
of the court of admiralty, that an American 
has a right^ to import the produce of an 
enemy's cotbny into the United States, and 
to fend it on afterwards to the general com-

lonies ; that tbe landing tbe gocda and|psying 
the duties in the neutral coufltry, broke the 
continuity of the voyage, siti legalised the 
trade, altho'the goods were re-Oiipped in 
the fame veffel, on account of the fame 
neutral proprietors, and forwarded for fale

It is worthjr of Ni^àrk, that, at by the refer- 
ence mnde in the tfsplaoitory article of tht 
treaty with Ruffiìi» to tht United Statei o£ 
Amcrka^it wai fuppoftd that thofe Statet 
and Ruffia^ Denmark ihfl Sweden, had a 
common Intereft in nruttal qaeflioni, fo it 
Waa obviottfly intended, from tht 
fimilirit]^ 
òf fentiment which is obferva6lt between 
that treaty as ffmended, and tbb report of thé 
Advocate-General, 
above 
mentioned, 
tò 
place all the pirtiei on the fame footing.— 
After thefe adts of the Bri ti A 
Governmenti 
which being oflScial were àiade public, it waa 
not to be expeded that any greater reftraiot 
^ould have ever been contemplated by it, 
on that commèrce, than they impofe, that aa 
inquiry would have been nude, not whether 
tht property with which an American teffet 
was charged beltnged to a citisen of tha 
Unixed States, or an enemy, but whether is 
belonged to thiaor that Ameriean 
.an in- 
quiry which impbies a condition #hich it it 
believed that no independent nation, having 
a juft fenfe of what it owes to i(a rights oC 
its honor, can ever comply with it. 
Much 
lefs was it to be expefted that fuch a refiraint 
would have been thought of after the report 
of the commilltoners above averted to, which 
feenied to have placed tht rights of the U - 
nited States inconteftibly on a much moroi 
liberal, and, at ia contended, jufl footing. 


It is proper to add, that the decree of th# 
lords commiiltoncrs of appeals in the cafe oÌ

Between pikers who arc equally defirous of 
preferving the relations of. friendfhip with 
e|ch other, notice might in all fuch cafes be 
expeAed. But in the prefent cafe the obliga- 
tions to give it ffemed to be peculiarly ilrongé

H E R E is another ground on which the 
latefeiaurcsand condemnation*are con* 
(idcred ai highly objectionable, and to furniQ) 
jolt coufe of complaint to the LTnitcd States. 
Until the fins! report of the cnnimiffioncrs 
under the 7th article oi the treaty of 1794* 
which was net mad* until Isl! year, it is 
admitted that their sacrament was not obli­ 
gatory on the parties, in the fanfe in which 
it is uow contended to be. 
Every imme­ 
diate declaration,however, by Great-Britain 
pf her lr life on tilt lubjclt, mutt bt confidered 
as binding on bet, as it laid the foundation 
of 
commercial 
enterprises, which 
wete 
thought to 
be I*cure while within that 
limit. 
Your lordfkiip will permit me to re­ 
fer y ’J to (evfiral examples of this kind, 
which were equally form ti awd official, in 
which th* fcnfie of his majetty's government 
was d* dared very differently from what it 
has been in the lait condemnations. 
In 
Robinfon’s reports, vol. a . page §68, (cafe 
the Polly, Lafky, matter) it Teems to have 
been clearly vlUblifhed by the learned Judge 
of the court of admiralty, that an American 
has a right to import the produce of an 
euemy’t colony into the United States, and 
to feud it on afterwards to the general com­ 
merce of Europe ; and that the landing the 
goods, and paying the duties in the United 
State! fliould preclude all further quettion 
relative to the voyage. 
Th# terms 49 for 
his own ufe, ** which are to be found in the 
report, are oh vioufly intended to afiert the 
claim 
only that the property (hall bt A- 
merican and not that of an enemy ; but ad­ 
mitting the right to fend on 
the pro­ 
duce afterw arda to the general commerce 
of Europe,- it is not poffiblc that thofe terms 
fltould convey any other idea. 
A bona• 
importation is alfo held by the judge to be 
faiisficd by the landing the goods and paying 
the duties. 
This therefore it, I think, the 
true import of that decifion. The dourine 
is ag jill Iud down in fillmore explicit terms 
by the government itfielf, in a conefpond- 
cnce 
between Lord Hawkeibmy, ana my 
predee« (Torf Mr. King. 
The cafe was per­ 
f i d y finnier to thofe which have been late­ 
ly before the court. 
Mr. King complained 
in a letter of March 18, 1801, that the car­ 
go of an American vcQcl going from the 
United States to a Spaniel colony had bern 
condemned by the vice-admitalty court of 
Naflau, on the ground that it was of the 
growth of Spain, which dceifion bt contend- 
cd was contrary to the law of nations, and 
requetted that fumble inttruftions might be 
difpatcbed to the proper officer* in the 
Wett-Indiea, to prevent like abufes in future, 
Lord Hawkefkury in reply 
of April lit h , 
communicated the report of the kmg’i ad­ 
vocate general, in which it is exprcfsly 
flaked that the produce of an enemy may be 
imported by a neutral into his own country ; 
and re-exported thence to.the raothercoontry ; 
and in like manner in that circuitous mode, 
that the produce and manufa&ures of the 
mother country might find their way to its co­ 
lonies ; that the landing the goods andfpsying 
the duties In the neutral country, broke the 
continuity of the voyage, ani legalixed the 
trade, altho’ the goods were re-Onpped in 
the fame veffel, on account of the fame 
neutral proprietors, and forwarded for file 
to the mother country of the colony.

uirri’.a attention iii thia report, 
( l o clearly 
and pofitivcly is th* doctrine laid down, 
that the landing the goods and paying the 
duties in the neutral country broke the con­ 
tinuity of the vcy agr) that it is (bled as a 
doubtful poiu’ijy he tiler the mere touching in 
the neutral ce ntry to obtain frelh clearances 
will be confidered in the light of the direft 
trade ; that nopofitive inhibition is infitted 
on any but the dirr& trade between the 
mother country and the colonies. 
This 
doctrine in the light herein hated, is alfo to 
be 
found in the treaty between Great- 
Britain and Ruffin, June 17, rSoi. 
By the 
id frftion cf the 3d article, the commerce of 
neutrals iii the productions or manufactures 
of the enemies of Great-Bi itain, which have 
become the property of toe neutral, is de­ 
clared tube free ; that Tertian was afterwards 
explained by a decistere article ol October 
10 of the lame year, by which it is agreed 
that it lh ill not be utderttood to authonfe 
neutrals t'l carry the produce or merchandize 
ot «n enemy either directly from the colo- 
ia:a ;u ihc psrcfit t juni y, or fr^ui the pa­ 


rent country to the colonus. 
In other re- 
fpeAs the commerce wa* left on the footing 
on which it was placed by that fcCtion, per­ 
fectly free, except in the direct trade, be­ 
tween the colony and the parent country.— 
I; is worthy of remark, that, ashy the reier- 
ence m.ide in the explanatory article of tho 
treaty with Ruffin, to the United States o£ 
America it was fuppofed that thofe State* 
and Ruffia, Denmark and Sweden, had x 
common inured in neutral quettions, To it 
waa ob vioufly intended, from the fimilarity 
ol ientiment which ii obfervable between 
that treaty as amended, and tht report of th# 
Advocate-General, 
abov* 
mentioned, to 
place all the parties on the Lune footing— 
After thele aC!s of the British Government! 
which being official were made public, it wa* 
not to be expected that any greater rettraiot

inquiry would have been made, not whether 
the property with which an American vellel

nitcd States incontettibly on a much mor# 
liberal, and, as ii contended, jutt footing. 
It is proper to add, that the decree ol th# 
lords commiffioners of appeals in the caf* of 
the ElTex. produced the fame effcCI aa an or­ 
der from the Government would have done* 
Prior to that decree, from the commence* 
nunt of the war, the commerce in quettiofi 
wag pm lac J by the citizens of the Uuited 
State*, at has been already obferved, without 
moIHUtion.

T hé foreign accounts in this day’s paper 
are very important. 
It is evident we have 
had great mifreprefentations in the French 
account! of the events of the war» hereto­ 
fore. 
Bünaparte, at the beginning of the 
war, had a vaft army ready to march to any 
point at a moment's warning. 
The Auftri- 
ans were n ot able, or prepared, to oppofe 
him ; and tbe Ruffians having an immenfe 
dlftance to travel, to the theatre of war, |^ e 
French had opportunity, to penetrate, with 
great celerity, into the heart of Germany ; 
but i: appears they have in certain points 
been oppofed with a fpirit that they have 
contrived to conceal, in order to imprefs 
their ownjiation and others with a belief 
that every thing muft yield to the genius 
of their chief. 
But at length the Allies 
have concentrated their forces, fo as to op­ 
pofe an obftacle fufficient to ftop them in 
their career, and probably fo give a fatal 
blow to their power in Germiny. 
The 
third RuMan army, of 100,000 men, muft 
have been near, when the battle of the 2d 
of December was fought. 
And (hould the 
King of Pruffia be in earneft in joining the 
coalition, a formidsble force of Pruffians, 
Swedes, Heffians, Ruffians and Englifti may 
be expn|led to crofs Bonaparte in his rear, 
and thus make his retreat into France a 
defperate meafure.—Neither does it appear 
that MafTena has enjoyed fuch uncontrouled 
fuccefs in Itsly, as the French èuiUiins have 
reprefented.
